Members who sought an ac- 
counting were beaten, barred from 
Union meetings. discharged from 
jobs, fined large sums, or suspended 
from the Union. 

“Jake” Solomon, former secretary 
of the organizing committee of local 
Union No. 3, 1.B.E.W., was proven to 
have secretly destroyed vouchers and 
records of expenditures close to $1,- 
500,000 between 1926 and 1930.
